Gold Coast, had just died in Africa 

Old Herr Knoog read the letter 
with difficulty, for his eyes were bad, 
and the German of the district com 
Hissioner was ttle better He was 
however, able to make out that when 
he wa hipwrecked Wilhelm wa 
up on shore and wandered «ime 
lessly inland, 

He worked his way through the 
jungle into the centre of darkest 
Africa There he fell in with a negro 
tribe called the Mutasari 

A few years ago @ British expedi- 
tion found him there, ruling over the
